This image of a plasmapheresis center in Akron is from a series of twenty night 
photographs that investigate the contents of local businesses and shops through the glass of the 
front window or door. 

Many refer to anachronisms that the community refuses to abandon, some are about the 
sculptural beauty of common objects, and some are about the silence of inactivity that 
transforms an interior into something mysterious in the middle of the night. 

By concentrating on exploration of my immediate environment, I have come to 
appreciate the importance of regionalism in art. I feel that an artist can produce work that is 
relevant to the world at large by dealing with the details of one's locality. I aim to objectively 
record what I feel is the essence of the neighborhoods near my apartment, but I am all for 
including humor where appropriate.
